I'm sure that you're aware that Citizens Cable has lived by its promises 
in its franchise to deliver good quality cable service to citizens living in 
or near Canterbury Green. Since 1975, Citizens has expanded channel offerings 
nearly four fold.

Citizens Cable of Allen County, Inc. $10.50 $13.50 


This change will not be made in the Fort Wayne area bounded by St. Joe 
Center, Reed, Evard and St. Joe Roads. These subscribers pay only $8.50 for 
25 channels of basic service. They are served under the Fort Wayne franchise 
granted July 24, 1978. (Rate differentials are caused by density. The city 
density averages 140 homes per linear mile; the eastern part of the county,
